We have examined the accounts of the treasurer and found 
them correct, with vouchers tor every dollar paid out, also exam- 
ined the selectmen’s books and bills, which are correct. Our 
treasurer March 31, 1883, deposited $1,500 in Littleton Savings 
Bank, interest on it to Jan. 1, 1884, amounted to $45.40. Of 
the $1,500 there remains with the $45.40 interest now in the bank 
$1,045.40. There are bills out not paid by the treasurer amount- 
ing to $151.00. There is also pledged for land damage on Austin 
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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting this, my first report, to the town, permit me to 
say that even in the beginning I realized my incompetency to 
discharge the duties which necessarily fall upon the Supt. Com., 
and whatever failures may have occurred on my part be as- 
sured, they have not been from not having a desire to do just- 
ice. 

The success of the school does not, I believe, depend upon 
the teacher alone, but the teacher must be supported by parents 
and citizens. After securing the services of a good and faith- 
ful teacher, show him or her that you are interested in the prog- 
ress of the school by visiting it several times during the session. 
You will not only be aiding the teacher but your children’s rec- 
ord will show for the better; they will feel that father and moth- 
er really care whether they have perfect recitations or not. 

‘If you wish to see poor progress made by your children re- 
main at home and, if they chance to be corrected for misde- 
meanor at school, sympathize with them, tell them you have no 
doubt the teacher was wholly to blame, atid you will see about 
it; or else take your child {rom school upon the slightest provoca- 
tion—if you do not think him capable of throwing the teacher 
out.—LHven this year children have said, “I am losing interest 
in school for no one comes to visit us, andso I don’t care wheth- 
er I half have my lessons or not.” Teachers must have the sym- 
pathy and cooperation of parents and citizens, and not be treat- 
ed with indifference and neglect nor, as is too often the case, 
with open opposition. Visit the school, then you will see 
whether or noi your children are trying to doright; you will see 
whether the faultlies with teacher or pupil. ailing to visit is a 
culpable neglect upon the part of those who ought to have the 
child’s best interest at heart. Too much can not be said upon _ 
this subject. See to it in the future that you neglect not your 
own duty, before charging others with a neglect of their’s. 

Another fault is the failure to raise sufficient funds to carry 
on good schools. Let every district raise more money, for that 
raised by the town must be apportioned according to the valua- 
tion of property in each district, therefore the poorer districts 
receive but a small share. Then pay your teacher well; do not 
‘think those who can be hired “cheap” are the best. As a gen- 
eral thing a farm hand does not care to work for nothing, nor 
are teachers over anxious to give much more than an equivalent 
for what they receive. “ Work well paid is well done.”

_ Some of our school houses are a disgrace to the town, a good 
farmer would not think of using such poor buildings to house 
his cattle, much less should you consent to send your children 
to such barren, dreary rooms with little or no applances for 
teaching. The school room should be comfortable and cheer- 
ful, made a pleasant place to abide in, the higher sensibilities 
should not be blunted, and here lasting impressions are to be 
made. May the day be not far distant when each school house 
shall be supplied with a sufficient amount of good black-boards 
and other conveniences to aid in promoting the advancement of 
the schools. | 


In Dist. No.1, D. P. Gordon taught the three terms in Gram- 
mar room No. 2. He is a teacher of great experience, and his 
schools always show macked progress from his untiring efforts 
in behalf of the scholars. We are sorry to lose so faithful a 
teacher from our town, but what is our loss will be someone’s 
gain, 

In Grammar room No. 1, D. B. Dow, of Maine, has taugltt 
the two terms. Mr. Dow came to us a stranger, but by his en- 
ergy and faithfulness has proven himself a successful teacher. 
He is the right man in the right place. 

The Primary room was under the charge of Miss Minnie E. 
Presby, for the year. I have nothing to say about the teacher, 
but think the scholars have made very good progress; Class A 
of the Fall term was advanced to Grammar room No. 2. 


Dist. No. 2, Mrs. Fitzgerald taught the Summer term, she 
worked well with her scholars and they passed a good examina- 
tion. Miss Alice Bartlett had charge of the Winter term; al- 
though a young teacher her school showed faithful work and a 
marked degree of progress. 


Miss E. Ardelle Phillips taught the one term in Dist. No. 3. 
Although the school was small Miss Phillips succeeded in keep- 
ing the scholars interested in their work. It would be much to 
the advantage of the district if they would unite with Dist. No. 
1, thereby gaining three terms, and with no more, if as much 
expense to the district. 


The Summer term in Dist. No. 4, was taught by Miss Emma 
Hildreth, of Franconia. She is an experienced teacher, and 
scholars learn rapidly under her instructions. The Winter term 
was taught by Mathew Powers, of Littleton, although this was 
Mr. Powers’ first term, he at once gained the good will of his 
scholars and kept an excellent school. 
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In Dist. No. 5, Miss Belle Abbott, of Littleton, kept the Sum- 
mer term, and Miss Helen Wilder the Winter term, both are 
energetic workers in the school room and under such faithful i 
teachers scholars cannot fail to advance. 


Miss Ada Shattuck had charge of the Summer term in Dist.. 
No. 6. In aquiet way she led ler scholars on in their studies, 
they passed a good examination.’ Mr. Herbert Hazen, of Hart- 
ford, Vt., taught the Winter term; he came to take up the work 
with the ‘large scholars, where he left it the previous $ winter, and 
good work was done thr ough the term. 


In Dist. No. 7, Miss Effie Bartlett taught the Summer term; 
her manner in the School room is very pleasing, the scholars 
learned well. Miss Mayette Tucker had charge of the Winter 
term until the last two weeks when, on account of illness, she 
was obliged to close; Miss Helen Wilder finished the term. The 
scholars made good progress as Miss Ticker worked earnestly 
with them. 


Dist. No 8, Miss Emma Jesseman taught the Summer term, 
she labored hard and the scholars made all the advancement 
that could be expected in so shorta time. The Winter term 
taught by Miss Edna Streeter, of Littleton, had been in session 
two weeks before I had notice of it. Miss Streeter neglected 
to come or send for a certificate. I believe I have uo rieht to 
report the progress of the school as it could only be called a 
private school. It would be for the interest of al] Prudential 
Committees to ascertain if their teachers have certificaies before 
beginning school. 


In Dist. No. 10, I thought best to divide the school, as no 
teacher can successfully teach an ungraded school of sixty or 
more scholars. Miss Alice Powers, of Littleton, taught in the 
Grammar room; the scholars did not manifest the interest they 
ought, nor did they make the progress they could have done, 
which was owing in a great degree to the lack of energy in the 
teacher. 


The Primary room was under the charge of Miss Josie Wil- 
der. This was also Miss Wilder’s first term, but she proved to 
be an energetic teacher and will with experience, make one of 
the best of teachers. 


For some unknown reason the schools were again united for 
the winter, and Miss Dailey, of Jefferson, a teacher of some ex- 
perience secured to teach. Miss Dailey worked hard and the 
scholars passed a good examination. As long as the school re- 
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mains undivided the scholars can not, and will notadvanece. It 
is high time the district were aroused and attended to the mat- 
ter, and not throw their money away vear after year. 


Miss Nell Cleasby, of Littleton, taught the one term in Dist. 
No. 11. Miss Cleasby is a teacher of great experience and al- 
ways a faithful and energetic worker. Scholars can not fail to 
advance aided by her untiring efforts in their behalf. 


There has been no failure, yet some schools have had better’ 
success than others, as is generally the case. I would be glad 
to speak more at length of the different schools did space per- 
mit. My intercourse with the schools has been very pleasant 
and agreeable. It is to be hoped the friends of education will 
be aroused to the need of a more liberal education, and the ob- 
higations they are under to the rising generation and to poster- 
ity.
